REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Sanbornton : 

I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  annual  report.  In  my 
last  year's  report  I  said,  "This  present  school  year 
promises  to  be  the  most  satisfactory  in  its  work  and 
results  of  any  of  the  five  since  my  coming  to  Sanborn- 
ton."    Such  proved  to  be  the  fact. 

The  extra  books  and  supplies,  provided  from  the 
Taylor  fund,  have  been  very  instrumental  in  increasing 
the  pupils'  interest  in  school  work  and  an  aid  to  the 
teachers  in  securing  more  and  better  work.  These  extra 
books  have  enabled  us  to  broaden  the  school  work  con- 
siderably. The  splendid  exhibit  of  school  work  at  the 
Sanbornton  Fair,  illustrating  as  it  did  the  supplementary 
work  being  done  in  the  schools,  by  drawings,  posters, 
booklets,  etc.,  was  partly  the  result  of  having  more 
equipment  to  work  with  than  formerly. 

The  1922  town  report  shows  that  $13.61  was  ex- 
pended for  books.  Last  year's  report  shows  that  $190.39 
was  expended  for  the  same  purpose. 

In  every  report  I  have  made  to  you  since  my  first, 
in  1923,  I  have  commented  upon  the  need  of  more  books 
and  supplies  in  your  schools.  The  amount  has  been 
generously  increased  each  year  but  not  until  the  last  two 
years  has  the  amount  been  adequate.  I  appreciate  as  I 
know  the  teachers  and  pupils  do,  these  extra  helps. 

The  teachers  tdie  past  year  were  all  satisfactory. 
Those  this  year  are  equally  so,  the  new  ones  being  at 
Calef  Hill  and  Meadow. 

The  pupils  completing  their  seventh  grade  work  and 
going  away  to  other  schools  are  doing  wedl. 
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Twelve  Sanbornton  elementary  pupils  are  being 
accommodated  in  the  Hill  village  schools  at  great  in- 
convenience to  Hill. 

It  can  hardly  l^e  expected  that  Hill  will  continue 
present  arrangements  another  year  unless  they  decide  to- 
make  an  additiqn  to  their  present  budlding.  This  will 
mean  the  expense  of  additional  transportation  or  opening" 
another  school.  The  transportation  would  probably  be 
cheaper  for  the  town  and  best  for  the  children. 

The  Chapel  school  has  been  remodeled  by  taking  out 
some  windows,  inserting  others,  providing  more  black- 
board space  and  rearrang'ing  of  seats.  The  expense  has 
been  borne  by  money  earned  by  suppers  and  entertain- 
ment by  the  parents  of  the  community  under  the  leader- 
ship of  the  teacher,  Mrs.  Blake.  I  am  sure  we  all 
appreciate  this  splendid  spirit  and  cooperation  of  the 
Chapel  district.  When  this  school  is  painted  and  newly 
papered,  it  will  be  one  of  the  best  in  town.  Other  im- 
provements are  under  consideration  by  the  teacher  whick 
will  be  financed  as  the  rest  have  been  and  surely  we 
should  be  willing  at  least  to  assist  in  a  work  that  really 
belongs  to  the  town  to  do,  anyway. 

There  are  always  so  many  things  to  be  done  about 
school  building-s  that  it  seems  difficult  to  select  the  first 
things  to  be  done.  In  the  interest  of  health,  beside  the 
usual  annual  repairs,  I  am  going  to  mention  two  very 
important  things. 

The  toilets  are  far  from  satisfactory.  I  recommend 
that  one  school  building  this  year  be  equipped  with  a 
chemical  toilet,  and  one  each  year  after  until  all  are 
properly  sanitary. 

I  recommend  also,  that  a  beginning  be  made  in 
replacing  the  old  desks  and  chairs  with  modern  adjustable 
desks  and  chairs  that  children  may  have  properly  ad- 
justed seats. 


I  must  again  cadi  attention  to  tardinesses.  While 
the  number  of  tardinesses  is  much  less  than  a  few  years 
ago,  it  is  still  too  large.  Tardiness  is  generally  prevent- 
able by  a  little  extra  care  on  the  part  of  the  parent  and 
child  and  I  would  like  to  see  further  improvement  this 
year  in  the  number  of  tardinesses.  Will  the  parents  not 
help  us  to  stop  this  bad  habit  of  beuig  late. 

Consolidation  of  schools,  and  transporting  of  chil- 
dren is  a  very  unpopular  subject  to  propose.  But  from 
a  business  standpoint  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to 
the  following. 

The  average  per  pupil  teacher  cost  of  all  Sanbornton 
schools  is  $56.43. 

The  average  per  pupil  teacher  cost  in  each  school  is 
as  follows: 

Meadow  School  $  39.27 

Square  51.75 

Brook  59.14 

Chapel  59.14 

Calef  Hill  103.50 

It  is  evident  that  the  Calef  Hill  school  with  its  small 
enrollment  of  eight  pupils  is  exceedingly  expensive  and 
from  the  financial  standpoint  should  be  consolidated 
with  either  the  Square  or  Chapel  school.  There  may  be 
other  reasons  why  it  should  not  be. 

I  make  no  recommendations  concerning  this  but 
submit  the  above  facts  for  your  consideration. 

I  am  completing  my  sixth  year  as  your  superin- 
tendent. I  feel  that  the  schools  of  Sanbornton  are  better 
than  they  were  six  years  ago.  This  is  due  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  splendid  harmony  existing  between  School 
Board  and  Superintendent,  and  to  the  efficient  work  of 
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the  teachers,  and  the  liberal  support  of   the  citizens  of 
Sanbornton.     Personally  I  appreciate  it  all.
